Welcome to the CW. Krugjohann Collection and other important properties, including the fabulous 
Martha's Vineyard Hoard of United States commemorative coins. 

CW. Krugohann, owner of the Clutch Exchange Company of Denton, Texas (about 15 miles from 
Dallas), formed his beautiful collection over a period of thirty years. Specimens were located by visiting 
coin dealers and other sellers in the course of traveling all over America on business for his firm, a leading 
manufacturer of clutch discs for automobiles and trucks. As this catalogue amply indicates, Mr. 
Krugjohann's numismatic interests were quite varied. His material in combination with that from other 
consignors makes this a truly diversified and numismatic ally fascinating auction. 

This sale is devoted completely to American numismatics and contains a superb variety of 
coins-pieces ranging from issues of colonial America through the regular series from half cents to double 
eagles plus such specialties as patterns and territorial gold. United States paper money comes in for its 
share of attention, too. 

Among colonial coins there are a number of important scarcities and rarities. The romantic and 
popular Pine Tree shilhngs are represented by several different selections. The 1737 "VALVE ME AS 
YOU PLEASE" Higley threepence with three-hammers reverse is one of just three specimens known and 
may well be the only such specimen of this variety which will come up on the auction block in your 
lifetime. Read all about this fabulous coin on pages 10 and 11. What better way is there to observe the 
bicentennial in a numismatic way than to acquire a 1776 Continental Dollar? A superb specimen graded 
as Choice BrilUant Uncirculated awaits you on page 12. Other early pieces of interest mclude Vermont 
coppers and several rarities in the Washington series. 

United States half cents and large cents comprise some dehcacies as well. Lot 72 is a sharp Extremely 
Fine 1793 half cent and Lot 953 is a Proof 1852 of the same denomination. Large cents include several 
nice 1793's, several Condition Census later issues, and a landmark 1804 original. Small cents, two-cent 
pieces, nickel three-cent pieces, and silver three-cent pieces are varied and include Uncirculated and Proof 
issues as well as coins in lesser grades. Half dimes include one of the finest known examples of 1801 (Lot 
1011) as well as a good selection of other high-grade issues. Dimes range from the first year of issue, 
1796, down to modern times and include such cameos as Uncirculated bust-type pieces, mint-state 
1837''s, an incredible Proof 1844 (one of the rarest dates in the Liberty seated series), and select Barber 
and Mercury pieces. Quarters commence with 1796 (represented by a lovely AU coin) and continue 
through the 19th and 20th centuries. Half dollars are hkewise varied and include desiderata from many 
series and design types. 

Silver dollars begin with the early years. Here, again, the emphasis is on quality, and there are many 
outstanding pieces to choose from. One of America's legendary rarities, the 1836 Gobrecht dollar with C. 
GOBRECHT F. below base is represented by not just one, but two, specimens! Incredible! Then comes a 
nice assortment of Liberty seated, Morgan, and Peace dollars, not to overlook trade dollars. 
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Gold coins, always a Bowers and Ruddy Galleries specialty, are represented by many elusive pieces. In 
the gold dollar series we mention several Uncirculated Type II pieces, the super-rare 1860-D and the 
likewise ultra-rare 186I-D, and a number of gems from the 1870's and 1880's. Quarter eagles and $3 gold 
pieces include a number of scarcities and rarities. Likewise, there are many desirable half eagles and 
eagles to bid on. Notable among eagles is a specimen of the 1907 Indian with wire rim and periods, one 
of just 500 struck. Then come double eagles-including early issues, some remarkably choice Carson City 
pieces, and several specimens of what has been characterized as America's most beautiful coin, the 
MCMVII high-relief piece of 1907. 

Territorial gold coins of note include two really top-of-the-line $50 octagonal slugs plus other issues of 
interest. Patterns, a favorite series of many collectors and investors, include many desirable issues. Read 
about them beginning on page 77. 

Years ago on the island of Martha's Vineyard, off the coast of Massachusetts, a numismatist began to 
set aside Choice Uncirculated commemorative half dollars. Not content with having just one of each 
variety, the numismatist sought a combination of quantity as well as rarity and quahty. The result is the 
fabulous Martha's Vineyard Hoard of United States commemorative coins which is described beginning 
on page 92. It is cataloguing a remarkable hoard such as this which puts a lot of the fun into professional 
numismatics! Conversely, you'll enjoy bidding on and hopefully buying some of these superb coins! 

Paper money includes a number of scarce and popular notes. Sets, tokens, and other series are also of 
interest.

We present an interesting group of American colonial issues, 
including a number of scarcities and rarities. 




Rare 1662 Oak Tree Twopence 

1662 Oak Tree twopence. Noe-30 (cf. The Silver Coinage of 
Massachusetts, by Sydney P. Noe; 1973 reprint by 
Quarterman Publications). Weight: 11.7 grains. Attractive 
Very Fine. Some areas of weakness as struck, but overall 
quite excellent for this variety. An important coin for the 
colonial specialist. 

Note: The 1662 Oak Tree twopence is the only 
Massachusetts silver coin bearing the anomalous date, which 
is undoubtedly a diecutting error. Due to opposition from 
the British crown, the dating system of the Massachusetts 
tree-type coins was fixed at 1652, although coinage extended 
several decades beyond that year. Thus overtly the coins gave 
the appearance of having been made in earlier times.

Noe 31 H. Weight: 12.7 grains, which is 
one of the heaviest- weight planchets we've seen. Attractive 
Very Fine or even a bit better. Beautiful light gray toning. A 
prize specimen of this very desirable issue.

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3 1652 Oak Tree shilling. Noe 7H. Weight: 66.0 grains. The obverse 
has the overall appearance of Very Good or so, with 
weakness in areas due to striking. The reverse is better. Fine 
or F-VF, with excellent definition of detail. Oak Tree 
shillings are becoming increasingly difficult to locate on 
today's market as more and more numismatists compete to 
own a static and small supply of early American coins.

There is some slight edge 
irregularity, due not to clipping (as the weight verifies) but 
due to the planchet preparation. The surface of this coin has 
a pleasing light gray color. Here is one of the finest Pine Tree 
shilUngs to come on the market in recent decades. A very 
important opportunity for the discriminating buyer who 
seeks a truly outstanding specimen of this, one of America's 
most historic and romantic coins. 





1652 Pine Tree shilling. Noe 10. Weight: 54.8 grains. Large planchet 
style. Overall Very Fine, with especially sharp definition at 
the centers. Some attrition around borders. A pleasing 
specimen of this important issue. 





6 1652 Pine Tree shilling. Small planchet variety. Noe 29. Weight: 
68.5 grains. Beautiful Very Fine. Quite well struck, and with 
the legends and devices well defined. Another outstanding 
Massachusetts silver coin and, as such, worth a really strong 
bid. 





With brass plug on crown 
on reverse (to give the appearance of a "golden crown") as 
usual. VF-EF. Some light planchet porosity. An especially 
sharp example of this early issue.

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1722 Rosa Americana halfpenny. D.G. REX variety. UTILE 
DULCI reverse. A superb Brown Uncirculated specimen of 
this issue. One of the finest known examples of this issue, 
which characteristically comes in lower grades. Worth a 
runaway price to the connoisseur. 

Note: The Rosa Americana pieces were made as a 
speculative venture by William Wood, an Englishman. The 
legends, which translate to The American Rose and The 
Useful with the Sweet, were intended to promulgate 
American acceptance. However, the pieces were grossly 
overvalued-the Rosa Americana halfpenny being the weight 
of a standard farthing (Vd penny), for example-and they were 
rejected. Consequently, the issues were circulated in the 
British Isles where they presumably sought their own value 
levels (the pennies probably circulated at the value of a 
halfpenny, etc.). 

The pieces are made of bath metal, a composition 
consisting of 75% copper, 24.7% zinc, and 0.3% silver. The 
metal is typically golden- colored, toning to a blackish gold as 
the coins circulate. The surface is lightly porous, even on 
mint- state examples.

Higley threepence pieces of aU varieties are very rare. On page 42 of A Guide Book of U.S. Coins are listed six 
different varieties. The presently-offered VALVE ME AS YOU PLEASE / 3 hammers style is the only variety 
unpriced in this reference. The other varieties, which are priced in Good and Very Good grades, have sold tor 
several multiples of the prices listed when they've come up at auction or have appeared in dealers priced 
offerings. 

Of the VALVE ME AS YOU PLEASE / 3 hammers variety there are but three specimens known to exist, to 
our knowledge. These are: 

(1) Specimen in the Connecticut State Library Collection. This is the Guide Book plate coin and is very 
indistinct at the center. This specimen, permanently impounded in a museum collection, is for aU practical 
purposes non-existent so far as availabihty is concerned. 

(2) Specimen in the collection of Mr. Eric P. Newman, of St. Louis, Missouri. This coin, presumably that 
Ulustrated (but uncaptioned) above coin "C93" on page 13 of Scott's Encyclopedia of United States Coins, is 
tied in condition with the coin we offer. Mr. Newman's collection, one of America s very finest, has been 
assembled over a period of many decades and is unUkely to come on the market anytime soon. 

(3) The specimen we offer for sale here. 

The coin we offer is in Very Good to Fine condition. It weighs 155 grains and is on a perfect planchet. The 
only defect worthy of mention-and this is actually nitpicking, for even the "commoner" Higley varieties are 
virtuaUy unknown in such high grade-is a light planchet porosity in a few areas. The surfaces are of a pleasing 
Ught brown coloration. 

The importance of this coin, the "rarest of rare" in a series in which even the "common" varieties may not 
appear in sales for a span of several decades, cannot be overestimated. For the colonial speciahst this coin, the 
only one in collectors' hands besides the Eric P. Newman example, may truly be a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity. 



Notes: The history of the Higley threepence pieces is interesting. The coins are believed to have been struck 
by Dr. Samuel Higley, a Connecticut physician and metallurgist. In 1 727 Higley formulated a way to make steel 
and subsequently he was the first in America to manufacture this metal. In 1728 he acquired a parcel of real 
estate near the famous Granby copper mines and about a mile and a half south of them. He began mining copper 
ore and exported his metal to Britain. I 

The circumstances surrounding the Higley coinage are unknown. As a number of die combinations are known, 
the original coinage must have been fairly extensive for the time. However, the Higley coppers have always been 
great rarities, indicating that few survived past the original time of issue. A reason for this was advanced by 
Sylvester S. Crosby in 1875 (cf page 326 of The Early Coins of Americaj: 

''These coppers, owing to the fine quality of the metal of which they were composed, were much in favor as 
an alloy for gold, and it is probably due in part to this cause that they are now so extremely rare. We are 
informed of an old goldsmith, aged about seventy-five years, that during his apprenticeship, his master excused 
himself for not having finished a string of gold beads at the time appointed, as he was unable to find a Higley 
copper with which to alloy the gold; thus indicating that they were not easily obtained sixty years ago. [td. 
note: 60 years prior to Crosby's 1875 writing would have been 1815.] 

Crosby further tells how the original legend of THE VALUE OF THREE PENCE was changed to VALUE ME 
AS YOU PLEASE: i 

''We have heard it related of Higley, that being a frequent visitant at the public house, where at that time 
liquors were a common and unprohibited article of traffic, he was accustomed to pay his 'scot' in his own coin 
and the coffers of the dram-seller soon became overburdened with this kind of cash, (an experience not at all 
likely to cause trouble to collectors of the present day!) of the type which proclaims its own value to be equal to 
what was then the price of a 'potation'— three pence. 

"When complaint was made to Higley, upon his next application for entertainment, which was after a 
somewhat longer absence than was usual with him, he presented coppers bearing the words VALUE ME AS YOU 
PLEASE. I AM GOOD COPPER. 

"Whether this 'change of base' facilitated the financial designs of the ancient coiner or not, we have never 
been informed: sure we are however, that should he be aware of the immense appreciation in the value of his 
coppers since that day, it would amply reward him for the insulting conduct of the publican. 

"We cannot vouch for the truth of this legend, but we believe those first issued bore the words THE VALUE 
OF THREE PENCE, and, whatever the cause, subsequent issues more modestly requested the public to value 
them according to their own ideas of propriety, although they did not refrain from afterwards proclaiming their 
own merits." 

In May 1 737, the date on the coinage. Dr. Samuel Higley died while on a voyage to England. The coinage was 
continued by his older brother John.

Note: This coin is one of the most egregious products of 
Captain Thomas Machines ''manufactory of hardware,^' 
located on the shore of Orange Pond, near present-day 
Newburgh, N. Y. Machin, who distinguished himself as an 
engineer in the Revolutionary War (stretching a chain across 
the Hudson at West Point to prevent further passage of 
British ships beyond that point was his most singular 
accomplishment), decided to go into the coinage business in 
the 1780's. Produced at Machines Mill, as collectors call it 
today, were many different varieties of Connecticut, 
Vermont, British, and other coppers. Some were made with 
official or semi-official consent (the Vermont coppers being 
an example). Others (the British coppers being an example) 
were simply counterfeits of the day— or, as we euphemistical- 
ly call them now, ''imitations. A paragraph on the subject 
can be found at the bottom of page 25 of A Guide Book of 
U.S. Coins. 

Activities at Captain Machines little mint were conducted 
in secret and were viewed as illegal and wrong by 
contemporary area residents. It has been related that guards 
were posted to ward off curiosity seekers, including a sentry 
who wore a hideous mask to frighten children and the 
superstitious.

This particular variety of the ever-popular and beautiful 
silver dollar designed and modeled by Christian Gobrecht has 
a fascinating history, and as such is especially important in 
American numismatics. History has it that mint director 
Patterson accepted Gobrecht's design for a new silver dollar 
(the first to be struck since 1803) with such pleasure that he 
approved of the designer's placing his name prominently 
above the date. The now-famous "C. GOBRECHT F." stands 
for "Christian Gobrecht Made It," which rankled contem- 
porary observers (especially members of the press) to such an 
extent that Gobrecht was pressured to remove his name from 
the first die.

The design was created in 1907 when Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens, prominent American artist and sculptor, prepared 
at the personal request of President Theodore Roosevelt this 
design. Earlier, Roosevelt had been examining contemporary 
American coins and comparing them to ancient and classical 
pieces. Thereupon, he made the observation that the current 
American coins were hardly artistic and that no advance in 
coinage art had been made in the 2,000 years since ancient 
Greek and Roman times. 

Saint- Gaudens prepared his illustrious high relief double 
eagle design, an outstanding example of which is hereby 
offered for sale. The date is in Roman numerals and the coin 
is struck in high relief with a sculptured appearance. It was 
soon learned that the public would find a continuing date 
sequence of Roman numerals to be confusing and that the 
high relief of the coins required several blows of the coining 
press to bring up the proper sharpness— something that was 
intolerable in high-volume production runs. So, after 11,240 
of the MCMVII high relief pieces were minted the design was 
modified to the Arabic numerals and shallow -relief format. 
This new style was subsequently continued through 1933.

Famous 1861-D Gold Dollar 




1138 1861-D A beautiful Very Fine specimen of this, the rarest 
Dahlonega Mint gold dollar— and one of the most famous of 
all rarities in the American gold series. There are the usual 
areas of weakness as found on other 1861-D's as well, namely 
the U of UNITED and the reverse in general. 

The 1861-D gold dollar was struck in limited numbers by 
the Confederate States of America which at the time had 
seized the Dahlonega minting facility. Scott^s Encyclopedia 
of U.S. Coins notes that the coin is "borderline R-7," which 
means that only slightly more than a dozen specimens are 
known. 

David Akers, in his excellent work U.S. Gold Coins, Gold 
Dollars, traces the appearance of 38 specimens at auction, 
but this includes repeated offerings of the same coins. He 
writes: 

"With the exception of the uncollectable 1849-C open 
wreath, the 1861-D is generally considered to be the 'king' 
of the gold dollar series. Certainly when offered for sale it 
invariably brings a higher price than any other date in 
comparable condition ..." Mr. Akers goes on to say that 
despite numismatic tradition, he considers the coin to be "no 
more rare than the 1856-D," which, as he explains on 
another page of his book, is not a denigration of the 1861-D 
but, rather, is an elevation of 1856-D. He estimates the 
mintage of 1861-D at 1,200 to 1,500 pieces. 

In any event, the 1861-D gold dollar is a numismatic 
landmark, and tne offering of a specimen is an exciting event. 
The pleasing Very Fine coin offered here should attract wide 
bidding attention.
